Before the actual outbreak of war, a well- 
known Japanese military officer, Colonel 
Oxa, then in Euiope, sketched to an inter: 
viewer. his idea of his country’s plan of 
campaign in event. of hostilities: He anti- 
cipated firat the naval success which has 
fallen to the lot of Japan. The mata 
military force would then be landed at 
Cheaulpo, as has also been done. Their 
objective would be Harbin, the junction of 
the lines from Siberia to Vladivostick and 
to Port Arthur. If this udvance should 
fail, Jupan would make the Yalu the line of 
defence, throwing up entrenchments aud 
Keeping open the cotimunications by sea, 
In tither case. Colonel: Oxa looked for a 
long and sanguinary war, but. trusted to 
Tupan being able. to maintain the strug gic 
owing to ber advantages in the matter 
of transport. It is too early yet to 
judge to- what extont- the Japanese 
military expert was correct in his sketch 
of the plan of operations, bat it eer- 
tainly looks as if an attempt were going tu 
be made to push on to Moukden alter 
forcing or turning the position on the Yalu ; 
and if Moukden can be reuched, it is ‘unlike- 
ly that Japan will be content without mak - 
ing every effort in her power to carry Harbin 
algo and thus free Suuthera Manchuria from 
the Russians. But that the task will be 
one of enormous difficulty must be admitted 
by the warmest admirers of Jupan. Success 
would settle definitely the question of the 
merits of the Japanese soldier. Those critics 
ave many whe anticipate Russia's victory 
wien is comes to handling masses of troops.

The Fire Brigade, under the 
direction of Mr. B: R. Aullifex, Acting Captain 
Superintondest ft Police, and Chief laspector 
of Police H. G. Baker, were prompt in answor- 
ing the slarm, rushing from the Queen's Road 
Central Station with their extinguishing 
applianess A fire-escape wus put up against 
the secoud floor verandah of No. 35, ond 
another against « house ina little back alley at 
the rear of the barning building. . By means of 
these, and also by playing from the-streot, some 
four or ive hoses were brought to bear on the 
finmes. There was a gocd pressure of water.in 
the maing. At one, time, fora moment or s0, 
a heavy shower of artificial rain came over the 
bouse-top into Jorvois Street, causing the dis- 
concerted crowd to scurry away in all directions. 
With aloud crash the pottery roof fell on to 
the second floor; but then—about twenty-past 
twolve—the fire was well ueder control, having 
been easily subdued. Aa escape was put to one 
of the top windows of the dumaged building, 
through which one could now s @ daylight,» d 
two brigade men, at considerable risk of having 
a cracked piece of protruding roof falling 
on their heads, mounted tho Isdder, thereby 
getting complete contro] of the situation. 
Every now and again broaking timbers 
and masonry were heard falling upon the 
upper floor, the latter becoraing strained to 
the breaking point.
